The declaration as made above shall cover those academic courses that are 
conducted presently by (i) Kasturba Gandhi Nursing College, Puducherry and indira 
Gandhi Institute of Dental Sciences, Puducherry, under affiliation to the Pondicherry 
University, Puducherry, and those courses that the Institution Deemed-to-be- 
University’ concerned may start in future at the said Nursing College and the Dental 
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College as per the norms of the relevant Statutory Council(s) concerned (such as the 
Indian Council of Nursing. Dental Council of India, etc.); 


(iv) Sri Balaji Vidyapeeth, as an ‘Institution Deemed-to-be-University’, shall admit students 
to the approved academic courses/programmes of Kasturba Gandhi Nursing College, 
Puducherry and Indira Gandhi Institute of Dental Sciences, Puducherry, under its 
enrolment, only with effect from the next academic year, i.e. 2009-2010;
